The  Order  of  the  Golden  Kite

Instituted  in  189^!  bas  7  classes  -  1st  -  7th  Order;  given 
to  soldiers  or  military  or  naval  employees  for  distinguished 
military  or  naval  service. 

The  Order  of  Culture 
(  h  "Sr*)  (BUNS'Jl  ICUNGHD) 

Instituted  in  1937;  has  only  one  class;  given  to  men  and 
women  for  distinguished  service  contributing  to  the  advance¬ 
ment  of  culture,  but  so  far  no  woman  has  been  a  recipient. 
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
